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Land Fund 

Preserving Rochester's Open Space 

A few years ago, Lincoln Rounseville and his 
family gave local residents a great opportunity to pre- 
serve over 400 acres of Rochester forest, over a mile of 
Mattapoisett River edge and the former sawmill site. The 
first phase was completed in 2002-2003 with a conserva- 
tion restriction on 240 acres. The second phase required a 
commitment to raise over $850,000 in public and private 
funds. Over $400,000 in public funds were eventually se- 
cured, but that left a lot of private money to be raised. The 
most the Rochester Land Trust had ever raised before was 
$40,000 but, working with the Coalition for Buzzards Bay 
(CBB), they dug in and asked everyone they knew and 
some people they didn't know to support the project. 

The combined efforts raised over $400,000. To 
complete the project in April 2005, the Rochester Land

At 6:10 pm the board met with Building Inspector 
Andrew Bobola for an update. 

"There are about 39 new houses and projects at 
The Bay Club ... which have been approved and received 
occupancy permits," Mr. Bobola said. "We've received 
a favorable report from the Flood Management Plan 
Program ... that's going to result in premiimi reductions 
for residents in the town.

questions ... because I think there's some information 
that you may or may not have had," Chairman Lombard 
said. "When you start changing specifications, we'd bet- 
ter make sure where we're going because we don't want 
anyone to file an appeal against the bid." 

Chairman Lombard specifically asked if the new 
library would incur additional costs such as utilities, 
insurance, and additional staffing. 

"There's no (staffing) provisions other than for 
our population size — we're supposed to be open 25 
hours a week and we're already opened 38 hours a week, 
so we're over our (minimum requirement)," said Library 
Director Judy Wallace. 

"I know we're asking for a Special Town Meeting 
on October 24," Chairman Lombard said. "I notice you 
have a little better than $2 million you're raising through 
private donations. You have to have all that money in 
(hand) prior to signing the contract." 

"We're way above two-thirds in our cash collec- 
tion," said Trustee Seth Mendell. "As soon as we get a 
favorable vote from Town Meeting, I think we can go out 
and collect the remaining (pledges)." 

Chairman Lombard said he wanted to caution 
voters of the other big-ticket items coming down the 
pike: to wit, the bond repayment for the three schools and 
sewer betterments which are about to kick in. 

"We have approximately 900 homes being added 
to the (town) sewer line," Chairman Lombard said. 
"Home owners will be looking at between $15,000 and

$17,000 in the Crescent Beach area and about $12,000 in 
Mattapoisett River area. Then there's the debt service 
(from the schools)." 

For this reason, according to Chairman Lombard, 
he recommended that the funding for the library once 
again be placed on a Special Election ballot as a Proposi- 
tion 21/2 Debt Exclusion. "I don't think this should be 
incorporated into the town budget," he said. 

The Selectmen were all equally concerned about 
the reduction of the projecf s contingency fund to a mere 
$200,000, which they felt was grossly inadequate. 

"\ think you've cut it to the bone and you're 
looking for trouble," Chairman Lombard said. "I am not 
in favor of using Free Cash to (fund this project). I think 
it's something that should be put to voters (to decide). 
We have a ton of capital improvements that we won't see 
until the next Annual Town Meeting in May. We haven't 
bought anything in the last few years." 

"I expected to come here tonight and hear more 
positive news," said Library Director ludy Wallace. "This 
building is not ADA accessible (and) it has to be made 
ADA accessible. That alone would cost the town $1 mil- 
lion." 

"It's not my intention to be negative," Chairman 
Lombard said. "These are issues that I wanted to bring 
forward." 

"Are you going to support the project?" Ms. 
Wallace asked, point blank. "The taxpayers voted you 
as (their) leader and they're looking for leadership from 
you." 

"It would be wonderful if we could have the 
endorsement of Town Hall ... when we're out there raising 
money," Mr Mendell agreed. 

"I'm a very strong supporter of the library proj- 
ect," Selectman Andrews said. "But I have concerns about 
taking it out of the operational budget. I look at the library

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet.

replied that he just wanted to keep voters well-informed. 

"I'm just tired of people bringing projects before 
the town and not giving all the facts," Chairman Lombard 
said. "I'm willing to place it on an override ... one or two 
days after Town Meeting. I'd support that. I won't sup- 
port taking the money out of the town budget. As long as 
it goes to the ballot like it was done last time, I'm in favor 
of it." 

"Personally, I'd like to see you go for an override 
of $1.1 million," Selectman Andrews concurred. "If we 
call for a Special Election by September 20, we can hold 
it on October 25 which is one day after the Special Town 
Meeting. That would give you time to get the word out." 

With that, the board imanimously voted to call for 
a Special Election on Tuesday, October 25 for a Proposi- 
tion 21/2 Debt Exclusion in the amoimt of $1.1 million to 
fund the revised library expansion and renovation project. 
The board also voted to hold a Special Town Meeting on 
Monday, October 24 at 7:00 pm at a location to be deter- 
mined to consider the same issue, among others. 

"The Board of Selectmen is now publicly on board 
with the project and we've voted to place it on a Special 
Election ballot," Chairman Lombard annoimced.

absentee voting which will come before the Constitutional Con- 
vention on September 14. 

Massachusetts' current absentee ballot laws make 
voting even more difficult for the modem citizen. With yoimg 
or old dependents keeping us at home and urgent business or 
personal crisis taking us out of town, difficulty getting time off 
from work, so many voters report an inability to get to the polls 
despite their good intentions. 

Why do we make the voting process cumbersome 
when we are striving for increased citizen participation in the 
electoral process and bemoan low voter turnout as a sign of civic 
apathy and disengagement? Voting is the key to a strong, fxmc- 
tional representative democracy that is responsive and accoimt- 
able to the people. 

Currently, the Massachusetts Constitution restricts 
absentee \-oting to people who will be absent tnmi their dt\' or 



town on Election Day, have a physical disability that prevents 
them from voting at the polling place or cannot vote due to reli- 
gious beliefs. Yet, in Election 2004 there were a record number of 
requests for absentee ballots in Massachusetts. The current law 
is xmenforceable. 

Twenty-four states have unconditional absentee voting, 
allowing everyone who needs to cast their vote by absentee 
ballot to do so. Research indicates that voters in those states 
appreciate the flexibility absentee voting affords them; that Elec- 
tion Day workload decreased; and that no fraud was reported as 
a result. 

Unconditional absentee voting does not mean a vote- 
by-maU election or changes in absentee voting procediues. 
People would still have to request an absentee ballot in writing 
and either vote in person at their local election office or by mail.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

I consulted a dentist, several years ago, about using dental implants to re- 
place my lower denture (or to at least anchor it) and was told that I did not have 
adequate bone available to secure implants in the bone without danger of fractur- 
ing my now fragile jawbone. What are my options now?

This would 
create a solid foundation for the placement of standard-sized implants, which would allow you the option of replacing your 
lower denture with non-removable implanted teeth, or the choice of using that restored bone to anchor, with implants, a 
removable denture. 



The objective of the field of implantology, is to return dental function to as near normal as possible, following the loss of 
some or all your teeth. No one implant system design will cover all possible situations, but the ability to utilize multiple 
implant system designs, as well as a variety of surgical and restorative techniques, provides patients with far more choices, 
comfort, and increased functionality than what just a conventional full denture can provide.

Fairhaven Village Militia 

Two-hundred and twenty-seven years ago, during 
the Revolutionary War, the British attacked the villages 
on the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed 
from 36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront indus- 
tries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 10 and 11, 
2005, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and guests 
will once again remember the British attack during a 
weekend encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and 
children dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 
1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
be demonstrating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint 
and steel, musket ball casting, loading and firing flintlock 
muskets and rifles, tomahawk throwing, children's games 
and more.

West, whose home was burned by the British in 1778.

Cynics such as myself may wonder if,

■''f will be told not from the point of view of the 

mostly black refugees trapped in the Astro- 
dome, but through the eyes of white relief workers who nobly enter Hell 
to save the helpless black victims. Not that white relief workers aren't 
noble; and not that, say, white activists trying to uncover a conspiracy 
affecting poverty-stricken Africans wouldn't be noble; but the idea of 
people of color reduced to being a suffering backdrop in their own story 
sticks in my craw. 

The Constant Gardener is a solidly crafted potboiler with enough 
feints towards political significance and humanitarian passion to keep an 
adult audience satisfied after a summer of bleak kiddie bubble gum. For 
what it is — a topical thriUer that takes on "Big Pharma" (the frequently 
unethical pharmaceutical business) but nonetheless isn't above spies, 
a car chase that turns out to be a "just kidding" moment, and shadowy 
figures beating people up in hotel rooms — it's a good evening out. 
It reminded me of The Deep End, another late-summer drama (from 
2001) about a bereaved protagonist struggling to make sense of violent 
loss. That film was good, but not as great as many critics, relieved to be 
dealing with something halfway mature, seemed to feel it was. 

The good news is that Justin Quayle, a proper British diplomat 
tossed into a grief -driven quest for truth, is right up Ralph Fiennes' 
alley. His Justin is buttoned down, but not all the way; when he meets 
Tessa (Rachel Weisz), a fiery activist who flings heated words at him 
about the war in Iraq, her words unbutton him. They seem to fall into 
bed, marriage, and pregnancy in record time, though I think the direc- 
tor, Fernando Meirelles (who made the similarly antsy City of God), is 
telescoping events a bit. Tessa, in fact, exists only in Justin's memory; 
it's not long into the movie before Justin receives word of her mysterious 
death beside a desolate African road. In a rare moment of directorial 




restraint, Meirelles simply holds the camera on Fiennes as Justin numbly 
registers the news. Later, back at his home, Justin will burst into tears 
against a damp window, its condensation dripping down, as if Justin's 
agony were so great even glass weeps for him. 

Justin discovers various things about Tessa, some of which he takes 
out of context. When he hears bits of conversations that indicate Tessa 
is having an affair, or isn't satisfied in their marriage, the personal turns 
out to be political. The Constant Gardener, as written by Jeffrey Caine 
from a John Le Carre novel, is about how the political and the personal 
intertwine. Justin finds that Tessa had been involved in uncovering a 
vast pharmaceutical conspiracy to test new drugs on African patients 
without their knowledge. (If they refuse the drugs, they are refused 
medical care.) As much driven to carry on her work as to get to the 
bottom of what — and who — killed her, Justin pokes his nose into a 
few scary places and gets it punched a few times. 

I've seen The Constant Gardener lionized as one of the year's 
best movies, or even the best, and individual moments are electrifying. 
Meirelles has a fluid camera style, subtly suggesting things and trust- 
ing us to make connections. But what it adds up to is a good yarn that 
uses real political concerns to make itself look beefier than the average 
Hollywood thriller. Some may say it's all for a good cause; more people 
will respond to the subject if it's cloaked in formula (the Grieving Hero 
Seeks Justice for His Dead Woman — in outline it's not much different 
from Sin City). I'd rather watch a documentary about the same topic 
than a movie that depends, for its feel-good climax, on a letter that 
improbably blurts out everything that will incriminate the Bad Guys. 
And watching Justin go through his quest, I was reminded of the end of 
Cry Freedom, in which we held our breaths as Donald Woods tried to 
get out of South Africa with his book about Stephen Biko. Meanwhile, 
of course, aU those black people kept suffering, but at least the white 
man triumphed.

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Actions, Not Words

Like most of you, I've been pretty much mesmerized by 
the sad and sickening events in the Gulf States over the last 
week and a half. Not since that shocking Tuesday morning on 
September 1 1 , 200 1 has tragedy hit home so hard. But unlike 
that resilient and proud American moment where established 
government agencies and compassionate volunteers quickly 
banded together, hand-in-hand, to aid those most affected 
by the devastation, it seems that local, state and especially 
federal agencies failed to come to the victims' rescue in a 
timely maimer. 

For nearly two weeks now, we've all been listening to the 
hollow excuses bantered about via posed and scripted press 
conferences while groups of volunteers and hard-working 
members of the local public safety departments were busy 
in the trenches: pulling people into boats, lifting people from 
rooftops, and going door-to-door to assist in any way they 
can. 

Without these unsung heroes, I shudder to think how 
much longer it might have taken to help those left in Hur- 
ricane Katrina's wake. 

It's not surprising to me that a healthy dose of good, 
old-fashioned American compassion and humanity would 
readily counter the disappointing lack of "official" Ameri- 
can aid in this case. Far too often in situations like this, the 
sticky and never-ending bureaucratic "red tape" involved in 
"processing" the hardest-hit victims of a tragedy or natural 
disaster simply gets in the way of everyone's best intentions. 
In such emergencies, we need to do something. Pronto. Don't 
waste my time or, more importantly, the residents of New 
Orleans' time, offering lip service about strategic plans and 
timetables. 

To borrow a catchphrase from a famous sneaker adver- 
tisement: ''Just do it!" 

I could go on and on about how everyone including the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) dropped 
the ball in this matter, but I'd just be wasting more precious 
media space which could otherwise be devoted to doing 
something positive. 

To that end, I know we've already received some inqui- 
ries here at The Wanderer about local fund-raising efforts 
which will be starting up in and around the tri-town area. 
I personally applaud these efforts and encourage all of our 
readers to take action and get involved.
